Strange rumblings are coming out of Jefferson 
City.

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CONCERNING THE APPLE OOP. 

Uncle Sam’s Department of Agriculture figures 
this year’s American apple crop at 210,000,000 
bushels, : 

That is roughly 10 bushels per family, or nearly 
a bushel per family per month. 

“An apple a day,” the old saying had it, “keeps 
the doctor away.” It might, if the apple a day 
could get delivered to each person old enough to 
eat it. Unluckily, such delivery has not yet been 
perfected. Most American families are more fa- 
millar with bananas brought from Honduras than 
with apples grown in their own respective states, 
The bananas are grown, gathered and marketed by 
a remarkably efficient trust, and are sold at prices 
below those demanded for apples of equal quality. 
The banana trade testifies eloquently of the value 
of organization; the apple trade, in the main, U- 
lustrates that other old saying, “What's every- 
body’s business is nobody’s business.” 

At the risk of provoking a hot argument we 
venture the opinion that the finest flavored ap- 
ples are those grown farthest north—in the east- 
ern previnces of Canada, in New England and New 
York. Folks in the Maryland and Virginia apple 
districts won't concede the validity of that opin- 
lon for a minute. Nor those in Oregon or Wash- 
ington, whose apples are undoubtedly the larg- 
est, handsomest, most skillfully grown, picked, 
packed and marketed, and command the highest 
price. 

Missouri's apples are hard to beat, for futciness 

and savor; but Missouri's apples, like her. peaches, 
do not, except in the rarest instances, get any- 
thing like the close, scientific cultivation and mar- 
keting that account ag much as soil and climate 
for the phenomenal success of the apples of the 
Pacific Northwest. Missouri's peaches, by the 
way, just now plentiful in the local market, and 
at very fair prices indeed, are, in our judgment, 
superior in sheer eating quality to those of Dela- 
ware or Maryland or Georgia or Texas. But too 
many of them come to market specked and flawed 
for want of fertilization and cultivation, of timely 
spraying against insect and scale tree pests, and 
of top class packing. They come in rusty home- 
spon to compete against the Southern and Western 
peaches of inferior quality but finer appearance. 
We should like to know what has become of 
the Strawberry Pippin and of the great, mellow, 
honey-sweet and melon-juicy Bellflowers of 80 
years ago. One seldom sees them any more, and 
the surviving specimens are small and scrawny 
compared with their illustrious ancestors. 
Will the London buyers this year, as usual, skim 
the cream of the Maine orchards, leaving only 
the “seconds” for the American trade? Or will 
London feel teo poor in this year of war taxes to 
indulge her pampered palate with the world’s best 
In all good eating? If so, the year’s hard cider 
crop in the Pine Tree State should be larger than 
ever. O, yes, the Maine prohibition law exempts 
hard cider. The farmers make it at home. It 
gives them, in theory and to some extent in prac- 
tice, a monopoly of the profitable jag trade in that 
historically but not actually dry Commonwealth. 
It is this exemption, favoring the farmer’s cider 
mills, that has held Maine in the dry column 
against repeated assaults of the brewing and dis- 
tilling interests of other states. Maine doesn't 
brew any beer nor distill any whisky. Her “dry” 
law is only another form of protective tarif 
protecting her apple-growing farmers against the 
hurtful competition of alien brews and distilla- 
tions. And ft is well known one can obtain the 
desired condition of hilarious irresponsibility quite 
as quickly and lastingly on hard cider as on any- 
thing Illinois or Kentucky sends to market. De- 
prive the farmers of that fat exemption and Maine, 
we are credibly assured, would go wet fn a hurry. 
It is no doubt proof of a primitive strain in 
the writer of these lines that, after testing and 
tasting all the famous apples of the world, from 
the noblest Belgians westward through Mainé’s 
Gieening orchards, Massachusetts’ Roxbury rus- 
sete, Arkansas’ celebrated “Blacks” and Colorado's 
Winesaps, on to the beauties of Oregon, he recalls 
no apple savor so poignantly delightful as that of 
the sour-sweet crab apples that grew along the 
mid-northern streams a generation ago. Some of 
the crab thickets were to be found in every village. 
Does anybody else remember how indescribably 
sweet was the fragrance of the crab apple blos- 
soms, blown on spring breezes through open win- 
dows into languid schoolrooms, and how ſrre- 
gistibly tt summoned small pagans into the cool 
depths of brookside groves?

SEPTEMBER. 


Beptember was the seventh month 
in the Roman year, and gets its name 
from the Latin septem (seven). When 
Germanicus had cleaned up the rest 
of Durope, he turned his attention to 
Rome, which had backed out of the 


Triple Alliance. The Roman army 
was for the most part in grand opera, 
and before it could get home Ger- 
manicus had bagged the country and 
established himself as the head of 
an empire which extended from the 
Baltic Gea to the Mediterranean. Dv- 
erything went smoothly for a while. 
The Belas who had jumped Ger- 
manicus when he marched through 
their country to get at the Gauls, 
were busted; the Helvetians had not 
yet discovered what hit them, and 
the Triple Entente was still in the 
repair shop. Germanicus thought that 
so great a name as his own ought 
not to perish, so he followed the ex- 
ample of Julius and Augustus Cae- 
ear and inserted it in the calendar. 
Probably nothing would have come of 
this had he exercised a little discre- 
tion, but when he announced that 
September would thereafter be known 
as the month of Germanicus, he start- 
ed something that with all his mili- 
tary genius and his tremendous re- 
sources he could not stop. The name 
of September was not only dear to 
the civilized world, which had incor- 
porated it in a great many beauti- 
ful poems and tender songs, but or- 
ganized labor saw in the imperial 
edict a ruse to do away with Labor 
day, which came on the first Monday. 
This settled it, and when Germanicus 
was found dead in bed with a bloody 
sign, “Votes for Women!” pinned to 
the bedpost, the name of September 
was restored and that of Germanicus 
was everywhere expunged. Since 
then no one has cared to tamper with 
the original name in any way, and 
it eomes to us through the centuries 
without change in « single letter.

VILLA FOR PEACE. 

Pittsburg Leader: The statement just issued 
from Chihuahua by Gen. Villa covering his rela- 
tions with, and intentions toward, the Carranza 
government is overflowing with significance. 
Coming from Villa, it may be taken to mean ex- 
artly what it says. And coming from a man of 
everyday horse sense, who never had any claims 
to the accomplished lies and deceits of the cultured 
in statecraft and diplomacy, it may be taken as 
something by which Villa is ready to stand It 
is the first genuine, patriotic utterance from any 
man prominent and influential in Mexican affairs. 


He declares there must be an end to military 
government, or any government with a foundation 
in an army, or a regime that depends upon an 
army to force its will upon country and people. 
He says in a few terse, vigorous words, that the 
military must be secondary to the civil govern- 
ment, in fact and in theory. He bluntly says the 
military government always has been and will 
continue to be, administration for a select clique, 
not for the common good. In future, declares this 
patriot, the reverse must be the rule. 

Read completely, this means, though Gen. Villa 
does not put it into words, that unless the new 
Government, under Carranza, is such an institu- 
tion, he is on the ground and will give the people 
de Mexico popular rule. 

From what is known of the man, there is no 
reason to doubt that he will do as he hints with- 
out hinting. Everything that has come out of 
Mexico indicates that while Villa may be unedu- 
cated, untrained in statesmanship and its cunning, 
he is a man of sound common sense, who knows 
black from white, and is the most practical man, 
perhaps, in the unhappy country. 

At his worst, he is the only man who has raised 
a hand to actually do something practical for the 
relief of the common people. And that, in such a 
crisis, entitles him to the highest consideration. 
A son of the people, he may be expected to stand 
by the common man at this crucial transition. 
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Briefly, Gen. Villa says it is high time the peo- ’ 
ple of Mexico have a say in running the country. (E

THE “WHITE BOOKS.” 

Chicago Tribune: Read the so called “white 
books” of the German and British Governments. 
There are recorded the elaborate tactics of diplo- 
macy in search of peace. Yet behind this anxious 
effort of statesmen seems to move unseen the 
terrible hand of destiny, inexorable, pitiless, ur- 
gent. Often the negotiations would seem to be 
within a hair’s breadth of success. At the next 
move they would be entangled hopelessly. At all 
times, to us who read in the cool detachment of 
our American situation, there was every reason 
for hope, yet always there was this headlong pres- 
sure toward war. The Austrian diplomacy seems 
exigent, arrogant. Her demands were an ulti- 
matum with a time limit so short as almost to 
preclude anything but flat refusal or instant ac- 
ceptance. Dngland was begging for time, but 
Russia was mobilizing, and Germany knew that 
time was her most dangerous foe. So the crisis 
rose and swept toward its climax with the irre- 
sistible speed of a hurricane. Unquestionably on 
the side of the diplomatic exchange the Germans 
have the worst of it. The methods of the Aus- 
trian King were not merely stern, they gave ample 
excuse, for the belief that she sought war, that her 
spirit was drastically aggressive, and that she 
did not wish to find a way out. 

On the other hand, the facts as to the extent of 
Russian mobilization are not yet known. If they 
were what the German Government believed them 
to be, Germany dared not spend time upon nego- 
tiations. 


Did statecraft blunder? Did Austria get out of 
hand long enough to commit herself and her ally 
fatally? Was Russia plotting to force the issue? 
Were both sides finessing until it was too late? 
Was either side or both sides determined to fight 
from the first? 

History may determine some or all of these 
questions. If it does so it will decide not upon 
the allezations of “white books,” but upon the 
evidence of forces active for many years in the 
affairs of Europe. 

Meanwhile we in republican America will have 
our opinion on the facts we are able to see, the 
most significant of which, to us, is this: that it 
was the military autocracies—Germany, Austria, 
R:-esia—that were forcing the situation with their 
ultimatums and their swift mobilizations. It 
was professional world politics, conscious of its 
armies, saturated with distrust and spurred by am- 
bition, that had control of the issues of peace and 
war. ' 

Germany and Russia owe civilization better ar- 
biters of her fate than war lords and medieval 
Chancellors. 


A FORECAST. 


New York Globe and Commercial Advertiser: 
The German strength is now at the maximum. 
Henceforth there will be a positive if not a rela- 
tive decline. As the best prepared nation in 
Burope, it is obviously to Germany's interest to 
throw her full strength in the first blow. On the 
other hand, the allies will steadily grow in 
strength. France is, of course, armed, like Ger- 
many, almost to her last man, but the potential 
military resources of Great Britain and her colo- 
nies are practically untouched. Not a half or a 
quarter of the military power of Russia is yet 
available. Time, as every military expert of Ger- 
many acknowledges by acts if not by words, 
fights on the side of the allies. Germany must 
crush France during the next few weeks if she 
is to do it at all.

They were dressed in sailor suits and wore little 
rosettes of black, yellow and red that could be 
bought in the streets for a penny. They solemnly 
tasted the soup and pronounced it good. Then 
they signed their names in the autograph book. 


Pivoted upon two boys sat for a moment all the 
woe of Belgium. Their father was in the field, 
fighting, as it afterward turned out, with super- 
human bravery against irresistible might. Heavy 
hearted in their very infancy from the cruelties 
of unbounded militarism, they stood pledged in 
their day of succession, to maintain the same de- 
spoiler of homes. Theirs was the noblesse; the 


obligation thundered at that moment from the 
terrible iron mouths of Liege. 

Kinder, but harder; less bloody, but requiring 
a new kind of courage, is the modern lot of 
women and children in war. In the Thirty Years’ 
War, which ravaged Germany as no war has ever 
ravaged any country before or since, every fight- 
ing unit of 50,000 men was accompanied by a dis- 
organized rabble of 150,000 old men and children, 
wives and worse. If they suffered the hardships 


‘of the troops, at least they drew some inspiration 


from their nearness to brave men in action, from 
the shock and hurtle of bayonet and sword. 

On the terrible retreat from Kabul in 1842, the 
tragic conclusion of Britain’s first Afghan war, 
10,000 camp followers of every kind perished with 
the troops, frozen to death or decimated by the 
kinder knives of the Ghilzais. 

Civilization has saved a more exquisite woe for 
the dependents of soldiery. One final glance into 
the room where the babies lie sleeping, little arms 
tossed over curly heads in pleasant dreams, one 
last kiss for the faithful wife, and the hussar 
speéds to the bugle call. But for her and them, 
only the long wait and the lifelong sorrow; only 
what there has always been for the mothers of 
the race, in one form or another, the harder part. 


AMERICA’S DUTY. 

Philadelphia Ledger: Stop, look and listen! 
This is not a game. The passions of millions 
are aroused. We must make no move to imperil 
cur sacred trusteeship. Better no commerce at 
all than a policy which may shatter the founda- 
tions of our neutral status. There must be at 
Washington a calmness, a deliberation, a slow- 
noss of policy that will assure the maintenance 
of our position. Cool heads are at a premium. 
The awful responsibility with which destiny has 
burdened us must be accepted. We bear the white

French Statement Is Frank. 


T was a declaration of Italian: policy which 
| had been carefully prepared by the Govern- 
ment at Rome and spoken by the King in 
exactly the words agreed upon by the Cabinet. 
The French press was open and above board in 
stating the desires of its Government. The offi- 
cial statement was: 

“The hope is that the results of this visit and 
the one in return, which President Loubet is to 
make, will crystallize in an arbitration treaty 
between France and Italy like the one significant- 
ly signed in 2nd today between England and 
France.“ 

From Paris the Italian King and Queen went 
across to London, conveyed in the English Royal 
Yacht Victoria and Albert. They were weloomed 
at Portsmouth by the Prince of Wales—now King 
George—and when they reached the Windsor 
Station, King Edward and Queen Alexandra were 
there to meet them, as well as a dosen members 
of the royal family. Their hosts gave a state 
banquet at Windsor Castle, the tables set with 
gold plates and the 100 guests, including the 
principal ambassadors accredited at London, the 
Itallan Ambassador being in the place of honor. 

‘The following year President Loubet and For- 
eign Seoretary Deleasse were in Rome. Wurope 
awaited Italy's change from the Triple Alliance 
to the Triple Entente.

He was a man of the people who had no desire 
for the highest office in the gift of his church, 
taking it with a sad heart in response to the de- 
mands of the College of Cardinals which found 
him to be the only member its members could 
agree on. He positively declined te assume the 
sovereign role with sovereign ceremonial and 


magnificence. 


His simplicity made many friends for his church 
outside its ranks. But the question has long been 
agitated if it did not cause a certain loss of 
prestige for the church and whether Catholicism 
would not be seriously endangered among the 
aristocracy of the monarchial countries if this 
simplidity. were long continued. The consensus of 
opinion among the high dignitaries seems to be 
that the church of Rome needs a pontifical sovy- 
erel in the Papal Palace who will return to the 
old ideas. 


The famous Pio Nino (Pius IX), who deserted 
the Quirinal upon the approach of Victor Em- 
manuel II, kept up the ceremonials of pomp and 
pageantry which were the glory of Europe as 
well as the glory of Rome. In his day every 
man and woman who sought recognition in the 
Society of the Holy City Knew that it was neces- 
sary to attend the Papal audiences, sitting humbly 
in the antechamber for three or four hours.

350 Actors to Have Part in 
Production on Large Out- 
door Stage in Park. 


Belleville, II., a county seat city which 
is proud of its history, will celebrate 


that history by a pageant on the eve- 
nings of Sept. 15, 16 and H. Thomas 
Wood Stevens, who wrote the book of 
the St. Louis Pageant and who drilled 
the actors in that production, is per- 
forming the same service at Belleville, 


and Joseph Solari of St. Louis, stage 
director ot the St. Louis Pageant, is 
serving in the same capacity at Belle- 
ville. 

Three hundred and fifty actors will 
appear in the Belleville pageant, which 
will be presented in the natural hillside 
amphitheater of Waterworks Park. The 
stage is 40 by 75 feet. 

Especial attention has been given, Ste- 
vens says, to the developing of dramat- 
ic scenes. The love scene element, the 
lack of which in the St. Louis Pageant 
Was criticised, is introduced in one of 
the Belleville pageant episodes, in which 
a hearing in court on a guardianship 
case is portrayed.

Belleville. This was legally possible un- 
der an old law, which provided that a 
negro staying in the State a certain 
length of time might be fined $50, and 
sold if he did not pay the fine. | 

When the officlals proceeded to carry 
out the sale, Gustavus Koerner, a lead- 
er among the German-born people, bid 
in the negro and freed him. Later. 
when he ran for the office of Lieutenant- 
Governor, Koerner’s enemies accused 


him of having been a slaveholder. This 


charge reacted in his favor, when its 
cause was learned, and he was elected. 
East St. Louis Has Scene. 

A comedy scene in furnished by the in- 
ability of a one-time Belleville resident, 
a botanist of some note, to milk a cow 
from printed instructions.

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REPORTER ON 3300-MILE 
CANOE JAUNT VISITS HERE 


Winnepeg Newspaperman 
Wager Is Bound for 


New Orleans. 

John E. Coultas, 23 years old, a re- 
porter for a Winnipeg, Can., newspaper, 
arrived in St. Louis yesterday morning 
in a canoe in which he has covered 
2100 miles of a 3300-mile journey from 
Winnipeg to New Orleans. He is a son 
of John Coultas of %0 Beach avenue 
and will spend today with his parents 
before leaving to complete his journey. 

He left the Canadian city June J. His 
expenses will be paid by the Winnipeg 
Press Club if he completes his journey 
by Oct. 1. Under the agreement with 
this organization he is to make the 
entire trip alone in his canoe and is 
not to obtain aid from anyone. 

The canoe was upset in a storm on 
Lake Pepin soon after he entered the 
Mississippi River. On another occasion 
he was in a daze for a day, he says, 
after a deserted cabin in which he spent 
the night was struck by lightning. He 
was required to make several portages, 
at one of which he had to carry his 
canoe and provisions several miles. 

Coultas’ route was through the Red 
River, Lake Traverse, Big Stone Lake 
and through the Minnesota River to St. 
Paul. The 700-mile journey from Win- 
nipeg to St. Paul took 42 days, while 
the trip from St. Paul to St. Louis, 
which is twice that distance, consumed 
only 16 days.

AUSTIN, Tex., Aug. It President 
Wilson should want te draw on Austin 
for another man or twe for his Cabinet 
there are plenty of residents left who 
wovld not object to taking a job of that 
kind. 


When the President appointed T. W. 
Gregory to the position of Attorney-Gen- 
eral @ few days ago he gave to Austin 
the unique distinction af having * 
citizens and two near-citisens in the 
Cabinet, making four in all, with a fifth 
Austin man occupying the pesition of 
private and unofficial adviser to the ad- 
ministration. 

Postmaster-General A. . Burleson and 
Gregory live in the same ward and b«- 
fore elther of them ever thought of en- 
tering national politics they were fast 
friends. For many years one of their 
near neighbors in Austin was Prof. 
David F. Houston, who now holds the 
position of United States Secretary of 
Agriculture. Houston is still regarded 
by his old friends here as a citizen of 
Austin, although he moved to St. Louis 
a few years ago to become president of 
Washington University. 

Bryan Has Residence There. 

Not far from the old Houston home is 
the residence which Col. W. J. Bryan. 
Secretary of State, and his family occu- 
pied for three successive winters, and 
next to it is the beautiful home of E. 
M. House, whe is nationally known as 
President Wilson's “silent partner. 

To the influence of Heuse is generally 
credited the appointment to Cabinet of- 
fices of Burleson, Houston and Gregory. 
Besides the four men in the Cabinet 
whe have homes in Austin or formerly 
resided here, there are a number of oth- 
er local Democrats who have recetved 
choice appointments at the hands of 
President Wilson.

BED EXCAVATIONS 


Boat Found in Texas Said to Be 
Monterey, Which Went Down 
in 1852 With Cargo. 


TEXARKANA, Tex., Aug. .- Work- 
men excavating in the old bed of the 
Red River near here, last week, un- 
covered the hull of an old steamboat, 
and in the hold of the boat they found 
five barrels of whisky. This whisky, 
according to old residents, who say the 
steamboat was the ill-fated Monterey, 
which went down in 1852, was 62 years 
old, and should have been thoroughly 
mellowed with age. But while the men 
were handling the barrels, they fell to 
pieces, allowing the whisky to run out 
into the sand, and not a man knows 
its taste. 

In spite of this discouraging circum- 
stande, the workingmen proceeded with 
the exploration and found a barrel of 
pork, a bolt of broadcloth, some brass 
kettles, blacksmith and shoemaker’s 
outfits, several hand grist mills, table 
knives, forks and spoons, hunting 
knives, a large quantity of marbles, 
some English chinaware with blue pat- 
tern flowers, large quantities of colored 
giass beads and other trinkets for 
trading with the Indians. All were in 
a fairty good state of preservation. 

On the blade of one of the pocket | 
knives was the inscription, Ann 
never surrender,” This knife is in the 
possession of J. R Turbyfill of Texar- 
kana, an engineer of the Texas & Pa- 
cifie Railroad. 

J. T. Pickett, a planter living on the 
river near the place where the Monte- 
rey sank, recently revived the story of 
the old boat and began investigations 
which resulted tn his locating the exact 
spot where she went down. The river 
has several times changed its course 
since 1852, but old maps and informa- 
tion secured from old steamboat ap- 
tains aided in determining the course 
of the river at that time A. G. Swain 
of Nashville, Tenn., whose grandfather, 
William Swain, was captain of the Mon- 
terey, gave some valuable information. 

Those who claim te know the history 
of the Monterey say she left New Or- 
leams in the spring of 182 and turnei 
from the Missiasippi inte the Red River 
with a cargo of merchandise to trade 
with the Indians. They say that after 
she passed Ghreveport she sank and 
none of the carte was saved. When 
founé the steamboat was completely 
covered with mud and sand, 
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Englishmen Praise 
Churchill for the 
Navy's Preparedness

bern in Admiral Troubridge thet tre- 
mendous admiration the whole service 
has come to feel for Churchill, for he 
found that there was not a single error, 
technical or other. That is the way 
Churchill works and that is typical of 
the mind he has te work with. 
Remarkably Effective Speaker 

He has become one of the most effec- 
tive of speakers, both in the House of 
Commons and on the platform The two 
ts are not often combined in a rare 
degree, but they are in Churchill The 
vast popular audiences love him and the 
House of Commons hears him gladly. 
He has a strong sense of humor and can 
banter an opponent with great effect. 

His physical courage is of a high type, 
as has been proved again and again. 
He took part in the famous cavalry 
charge at Omdurman, although nommal- 
ly only a newspaper man. During the 
Boer War he fought when the armored 
train was captured, leading a forlorn 
hope again and again after all the offi- 
cers were killed, until at last someone 
without authority hoisted the white flag. 
He was captured by the Boers, but 
escaped in remarkable fashion to take 
his chance in a hostile country of reach- 
ing the British troops. He succeeded, 
however, and fought again, although 
there was a price on his head for re- 
capture and a firing squad for his pun- 
ishment. 

During the last genera] election he was 
speaking at Grimsby from the balcony 
of his hotel and the crowd was en- 
tirely hostile and yelling for his blood. 
He wished to crogs the street to the 
Liberal Club and was warned that there 
was little chance of his getting there 
alive. They offered him a body guard. 
He declined and walked straight through 
the enraged crowd. As they saw him 
going they set up a howl of anger, but 
he went steadily; pushing through the 
howlers. When the crowd realized the 
courage of the man facing them alone, 
they eet up a cheer for him as he passed 
safely the te the portals of the 
club. 

He has a physical defect in his mouth 
that makes it impossible for him to 
pronounce certain words properly, but 
he has so studied and worked to over- 
come this that today it is hardly notice- 
able and certainly after the first few 
sentences it is forgotten. 

He Has Made Many Denn 

He has struggied since the beginning 
of his career, as he has raised, in his 
march to success, a very full crop of 
enemies. In the army he was so hated 
that practically he had to resign. The 
fact was he knew too much for his 
brother officers to appreciete, and had 
the habit, while junior subaltern, of tell- 
ing the officers’ mess, from the Colonel 
down, how things ought to be run. For 
this he was awarded the nickname of 
“The Blenheim Pup.“ Doubtless these 
men are cheering him today and admir- 
ing, as all must, his splendid work on 


bearing toward his fellows when 

close contact with them. That has, 
perhaps, created the impression that he 
will never be Prime Minister. But he 


—— — 


of it, he may easily become a great pop- 
ular, and there will be associated with 
his name a tradition of political glory 
worthy of the Churchill glories in the 
sphere of war, 

He will be the first Churchill to lead 
a party should he become Prime Min- 
ister. Hig father led in the House of 
Commons and led brilliantly, when he 
was only 87, Dut he was erratic and not 
trusted. His own leader, Lord Salis- 
bury, accepted his resignation with re- 
lief. But the American strain in 
Churchill may teach him to profit by 
his father’s life. : 

He is not yet trusted by the party of 
which he is one of the leaders. But he 
is not the man to overlook the need to 
win by words as well as fighting and 
this one-time Conservative may triumph 
in the Liberal party he has joined by 
overcoming all present prefudices and 
establishing himself by his sincerity and 
loyalty to prineiples of peace, retrench- 
ment and reform, not less than to his 
proven principles of lofty patriotism and 
unsullied imperialism.

Disagreement Over Valuation of

Causes Action. 
Disagreement over 
property damaged in a fire eat the 
Pierce Loan Co. offices, 713 Pine

Taken From raraéde. 

A London bank holiday fell upon the 
Wednesday before war was declared and 
the show played to $10,000 for the day, 
but the next day the “Wild West“ per- 
formers easily outnumbered the audl- 
ence. A parade was begun, but the 
trained, veteran war steeds had scareely 
moved off the show grounds when 
agents and officers of the British Gov- 
ernment seized them. The show wagons 
were left standing in the streets. Pro- 
test was futile. Britain needed good 
war horses and took them. 

Cable messages to the United States 
seeking aid were long delayed. The 
show troupe clamored to return home, 
except the Cossack riders, who clamored 
to go to Russia's frontier. Arrangements 
for transportation could not be made. 


Miner Sells 16,000 Hores. 

But Miller, having lost his show, quick- 
ly applied his American ingenuity for 
bargaining. He entered into negotia- 
tions with the British Government for 
a supply of horses from Oklahoma and 
the Southwest. The first proposal to him 
was for delivery at Liverpool, the Gov- 
ernment to insure the ocean trip. This 
was later changed to a contract for the 
delivery of 10,000 horses to British agents 
in the United States. 

By this time the 140 Mexican war 
steeds are probably in the thick of a new 
— in a new land and if anyone 
survives, it will be a seasoned veteran, 
to be sure. Furthermore, the Miller 
brothers have declared that should any 
of the horses survive and find their way 
back to the United States, they will pay 
top prices for them, whatever their 
condition might be.

IN TLLINOIS TOWN 


Edward Garfield Blew Up Rus- 
sian Battleship to Prevent Its 
Capture by Japanese. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
GALESBURG, Ill, Aug. 2.—Bdward 


Garfield, Russian engineer, who blew up 
the battleship Retvizan at the fall of 
Fort Arthur to prevent its capture by 
Japan, is a shoe cobbler in this city. He 
left Russia soon after the war and came 
to the United States and has since besn 


a resident of Galesburg. 

As a subject of the Czar, he gave seven 
years to military service and gained dis- 
tinction during the Russian war with 
Japan. He was severely wounded three 
times. 

The Retvizan, he says, was built at 
Philadelphia and cost Russia $7,500,000, 
The cruiser gave cffective service, until 
an internal explosion caused such dar- 
age that it was necessary to place her 
in dry dock for an overhauling. Fol 
lowing repairs she again entered the 
service and ably defended Port Arthur. 
Garfield was chief engineer of the ves- 
sel when he fired the magazine and de- 
stroyed her, after it had become evident 
that the Japanese would take the port 
and an order was given to blow up the 
great war vessel. 


Russian Soldiers Brave. 

Garfield says Russian soldiers are 
brave, but that the officers live in idle- 
ness, luxury and dissipation and regard 
privates as so many beasts. The peas- 
ants, who compose the rank and file, he 
says, are sent to siaughter without hes- 
tation. They are underclothed. under- 
fed and paid but «4 trifle, according to 
Garfield, while the officers high in au- 
thority acquire wealth. 

He cites the case of a high officer at 
Port Arthur who, he says, accumulated 
$2,000,000 during the war. Garfield as- 
serts that he knew of instances of graft 
among high commanders while privates 
were suffering for food. 

After the war, when Garfield returned 
home, he asserts, he found the land 
which his mother cwned was so heavily 
taxed the tax amounted practically to 
confiscation. He later came to Amert- 
ca and has no desire to return. He ex- 
hibits two medals which were presented 
to him by the Government as a tribute 
to his bravery during a battle. He 
served as first-class machinist and sec- 
ond gunner and later as chief engineer. 
he has his discharge papers. 


Sees Russian Republic. 

1 firmly believe,“ says Garfield, that 
the present European war will lift the 
yoke of oppression from the Russian 
people. The Czar will be dethroned an! 
the vast areas of land, at present un- 
occupied, will be distributed among the 
poor. The Russians will then be: given 
their fxeedom, while Russia will become 
a repul@ic like the United States, taking 
its place, in the course of a few years, 
with the most intelligent and progres- 
sive nations of the earth. 

“While millions in Russia are starving, 
the Czar owns millions of acres of land 
that are not occupied. The people of 
Russia have never had public schools for 
the reason that the Government is op- 
posed to them. When the Russian peo- 
ple have some incentive toward ambi- 
tion and are not held down by an iron 
hand, they will become progressive and 
ambitious Ike the people in the United 
States. 

Garfield charges that Port Arthur need 
not have surrendered. He says it had 
plenty of food and ammunition and that 
the Russian soldiers are among the best 
in the world. 

“Nobody can beat them,” he declared. 
“The Japs never defeated us at Port 
Arthur. We defeated them every time 
we fought. I was shot three times and 
got nothing out of the war. One of the 
high officers was not wounded, yet he 
picked up $2,000,000. That is why I am a 
Socialist.“

2000 WOMEN IN 
MOURNING age 
AS WAR PROTEST 


Silent Column Watched by 
Thousands on Fifth Avenue 
in New York.

NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—With no sound 
breaking the stillness save the constanc 
tap-tap of muffled drums carried by 
Boy Scouts and the steady shuffling of 
feet, upward of 2000 women marched 
down Fifth avenue from Fifty-ninth 


street to Union Square today as a pro- 
test against the war in Europe. They 


were all dressed in black or white with 
wourning bands on their sleeves. 

With eyes fixed upon the marchers 
and the solemn faces that showed but 
little emotion, many thousands of mén 
and women and children lined Fifth ave- 
nue three and four and even five deep, 
adding their protest to that of the 
women, making nc sound, giving no 
sign of approval or disapproval, quietly 
looking on, 

In no way was the display spectacu- 
lar, though it was unusual in many 
respects. The demonstration had the 
approval of President Wilson. 

The women marched Steadily at a 
good pace. The watchers stood respect- 
fully as they passed. No one cheered. 
no one applauded, Fifth avenue, usual- 
ly thronged with vehicles and pedes-

Bulletins Given Out by Embassy 
Attache Claim Victory at 
Allenstein. 


ARE NEAR KOENIGSBERG 


Advance post of Garrison 
Driven In, and River Aue 
Bridges Taken. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW “YORK, Aug. 2.—Col. Nikolai 
Golejewski, military attache of the Rus- 
sian Embassy at Washington, made pub- 
lic here tonight cable messages from the 
Russian foreign office in St. Peters- 
burg, regarding Russian war operations. 
The messages were as follows: 

“The Russian troops are approaching 
the fortresses of Koenigsberg, driving in 
the advance post of the garrison. Re- 
ports have come in to headquarters 
that the Ruésian troops have taken pos- 
session of the bridges on the river Alle. 

“On the Galiciana border, a battle near 
Tomashoff and Monestyskaia has been 
begun successfully. Further to the east, 
our troops are energetically closing in 
or Lwow (Lemberg) of which town our 
advance troops are already within reach. 
Our cavalry is actively clearing up the 
country in front of the advance of our 
columns, 
Artillery Captured, 

“Aug. 2% (Tuesday) our cavalry, having 
overtaken an Austrian cavalry division 
to the west of Tchertkoff, forced the lat- 
ter to fight, dispersed it and took a 
battery of horse artillery. 

“On the Eastern Prussian front, Aug. 
2%, 2% and 27, a battle. was continued 
near Saldau-Allenstein-Bis~hofsburg, 
where the enemy has concentrated the 
army corps which retreated from Gum- 
binnen reinferced by fresh troops. 

“Allenstein has been taken by our 
troops. (Wote: The Germans have is- 
tzued a bulletin claiming a victory near 
Alienstein.) The Germans suffered es- 
pecially heavy losses in Muhlen, between 
Osterode and Marienburg, where they 
are in full retreat. In the vicinity of 
retrokoff our cavalry defeated three 
German squadrons, reinforced by a com- 
rany of cyclists.

Big Battie in Galicia. 

“In Galicia, Aug. 26, a series of sep- 
arate engagements assumed the charac- 
ter of a great battle, which was devel- 
oping in the southern districts of the 
provinces of Lubin and Holm and in 
Eastern Galicia, on the road to Lwow, 
over a general front of 200 miles. 

“At first the battle had the character 
of a batallle du recontre (pitched, battle), 
but later on many parts of the Austrian 
line were forced to take a defensive po- 
sition. One of our infantry regiments, 
in a hand-to-hand fight, took the colors 
of and almost completely annihilated the 
Eleventh Gonwed (Hungarian) regiment. 
An energetic advance is being continued. 

During the night of August 25, the 
German light cruiser Magdeburg ran 
ashore near the entrance to the Bay of 
Finland. On the morning of Aug. 2% 
the Russian cruiser Pallada and Bora- 
tyr, with torpedo boats, drew near and 
opened fire. An explosion followed on

HOUSE PASSES WAR 
RIK BILL: SENATE 
TO ACCEPT CHANGES 


Two Amendments to Measure 
Expected to Be Ratified by 
Higher Body. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—The admin- 
istration bill to create a Federal Bu- 
reau of war risk marine insurance, with 
a $5,000,000 fund to meet possible losses 
to American shipping was passed late 
today in the House by a vote of 230 to 
58. 

The House made two amendments to 
the measure as it passed the Senate. 
One limits the operation of the Gov- 
ernment war risk insurance bureau to 
two years, the President having power 
to suspend it any time within that 
period. The other, reduced the salary 
of the chief of the bureau from $6000 
a year to $5000. The Senate is expect- 
ed to acquiesce and the bill will prob- 
ably be ready for the President’s sig- 
nature when he returns to Washington 
next week from Cornish, N. H. 

The bill establishes for the first time 
in American history a Federal marine 
insurance, though it is restricted to 
risks of war and especially applicable 
to the European emergency. It insures 
American vessels, their freight and pas- 
Senger moneys and cargoes whenever 
it shall appear to the Secretary of the 
Treasury that American vessels, ship- 
pers or importers in American vessels 
are unable in any trade to secure ade- 
quate war risk insurance on reasonable 
terms.“ 

It is intended as supplementary to war 
risk insurance furnished by private con- 
cerns who claim they have not enough 
capital to give complete war risk in- 
surance.* The President is authorised 
to end Federal insurance and abolish 
the bureau. whenever he finds the neces- 
sity has ceased.

We were 
to pay, money down, in the good 
coin of British neutrality—our fleets 
kept in harbor, our army in its bar- 
racks—while Germany overran Bel- 
gium with her troops, and get in re- 
turn a promise that in the hour of 
victory Belgium would be evacuated 
by Germany, whese entry inte it 
would itself be a violation of a pre- 
vious promise made to the whole of 
Europe. 

These things show that Germany 
has Mept but one-half of Bismarock's 
policy. They have remembered to the 
full hig stern belief in bloed and tron. 
They have lost entirely the keen in- 
sight into the motives of foreign gov- 
ernments and peoples, and the care- 
ful resources by which he conoiliated 
unnecessary opponents, or enecour- 
aged reluctant friends. We may be 
sure he would have forseen the re- 
sistance of Belgium and averted thw 
neutrality of Italy, that his offers to 
Bagiand, if not more successful, 
would at least have been less 
tatuous. 

Belgium Gives Proof. 

The treatment of Belgium provides 
the main proof of the dishonesty and 
injustice of the ideal of force. The 
ruthless columns of Prusia are today 
trampling on the soil of Belgium in 
defiance of the plighted honor of their 
nation. If the guarantee which Prus- 
Sia gave the Belgian integrity and 
neutrality in 1839, and reiterated in 
1870, can be thus set aside to suit 
the military plans ot her generals in 
their campaign against France, there 
is an end of any rule of righteous- 
hess among nations. We shall have 
delivered ourselves undisguised to the 
rule of fraudulent might. 

A nation which violates thus its 
pledgea word, at the bidding of a mili- 
tary caste, is net likely to heed the 
waggestions of human sentiment, In 
‘unswerving pursuit of the object of 
force mines are being laid by German 
ships in the open waters off a great 
neutral port. The sinking of one Brit- 
ish warship is, in German eyes, a gain 
worth any peril to the merchantmen 
and passenger boats of Purope and 
America. Let peaceful citizens of the 
United States gö to the bottom if only 
some few of Germany's foes may pre- 
cede or follow them. . 

The whole policy of the present Ger- 
man war on BDuropean civilization shows

There is no space here for a review 
of the course of diplomacy and, in- 
dead, the spirit with which in the last 
stage Germany tossed about ultimatums 
suggests that, whatever the diplomatic 
course, she meant ultimately to impose 
upon the rest of Europe war or sur- 
render. But that peace could for the 
time have been preserved, notwith- 
standing the genuine Balkan difficulty 
between Austria and Russia, if only 
Germany had really exerted herself 
with her ally in Vienna can hardly be 
doubted. Our Ambassador in Vienna 
more than once reported the militant 
bias of his German colleagues. Un- 
fortunately the German Ambassador is 
himself so identified with extreme anti- 
Servian feeling prevalent in Vienna that 
he is unlikely to plead the cause of 
peace with entire sincerity” Goth July).

They bought be- 
fore the advance—before the other 
buyers saw a way to get London ex- 
change or to bring the rubber here. 

“That big supply of rubber is now 
nearly all on the way to the Good- 
year factory in Akron. It constitutes 
the best of the London supply. On 
the inferior grades remaining; prices 
have since been rapidly advanced. 

We have since taken other steps to 
insure us a continuous supply, all of 
the highest grade rubber. In all the 
chief sources of rubber supply we 
have experts on the ground. 

“The result is that Goodyear tire 
prices*are now the same as in June.

Mr. F. W. A. Vesper of the Vesper 
Buick Auto Co. has just returned from 
a trip to the factory of the Buick 
Motor Co. at Flint, Mich., and on his 
return said: 

“T found considerable speculation 
as to what would become of the or- 
ders taken in Europe for American 
cars, and the opinion seemed to be 
that there would be no exports to 
these countries this year. But the 
exporting companies through whom 
the cars are ordinarily sold are not 
canceling any orders, but were tak- 


— 


ing shipments to South America, Aus- 
tralia, Africa and even to Japan and 
China. As most of the foreign cars 
are different in design, particularly 
as applied to bodies, etc., they can 
not very well be altered for use in 
this country, for it is a fact that 
most all of the export cars ere right- 
hand drive, whereas mostly all of our 
cars are left-hand drive. 


‘Besides this very few electric 
starters or electric lights are used in 
foreign countries, hence a factory 
ordinarily makes up a foreign sched- 
ule and must depend on foreign or- 
ders to take the cars. 


“In my opinion, I cannot help but 
feel that the foreign business will be 
affected, and tfat sooner or later 
the export companies will be up 
against the proposition of placing the 
cars that they have accumulated, but 
up to this time they seem to feel 
that other markets will absorb the 
cars that they will lose in European 
countries.” 


Mr. Vesper stated that the Buick 
factory was now building over 200 
cars per day, and that their average 
shipments were assuming mid-season 
proportions, and that a full force of 
workmen were employed, all of which 
is unusual this early in the season.

AMERICANS WILL TOUR 
AT HOME NEXT YEAR 


“It is my guess that in 1815 many 
Americans who annually motor abroad 
will become much better acquainted 
with their country,” commented Presi- 
dent John A. Wileon of the American 
Autemopile when he land- 
ed tn New York City the other day 
with a fertunate shfplcad of people who 
had escaped from the Duropean war 
zone. 

“Granted that we need many miles of 
real highway te get our road travelers 
to the gcenic section ef the country, we 
are improving our arteries of communi- 
cation more substantially than is the 
case even in France, where its network 
of well-built roads will serve the coun- 
try In the warfare now raging,” con- 
tinued the head of the automobile or- 
ganization. 

But even the foresight ef a Napoleon 
could not look ahead to the automobile 
age, and so it is that the surfaces of 
the most famous French highways have 
worn away under the stress of the mul- 
tiplied traffic of the past few years, a 
percentage ef which has been supplied 
by road tourists from other countries, 
and with the United States as the larg- 
est contributor. French highway ex- 
perts are disagreed as to the best meth- 
od of resurfacing, though it should be 
kept tn mind that practically every 
French road has a base and is well 
drained. 

“Great Britain hag finally realized 
that there must be a more centralized 
control and carrying with it a positive 
provision for coherent direction ef the 
trunk lines. Strange as it may seem, 
England has not followed France in a 
centralized control over a national sys- 
tem, but ft has suffered from local con- 
trol of portions of its most used roads. 
A per ten per mile basis is the only sure 
method of deciding upon the right kind 
of construction for picking out the 
main arteries connecting the various 
sections of a country. Engiand’s Road 
Board is recommending the establish- 
ment of a national system such as ex- 
ists in France. 

“While Germany has gene forward 
quite rapidly in roads progress, it has 
not equaled efther France or Britain, 
though it does possess travelable roads 
connecting all parts of the empire. Mo- 
tor vehicles will figure largely in the 
mobility of the armies now in the field, 
and in this particular France unques- 
tionably has an advantage over the 
other centinental countries.

Optimism Is Keynote of Review by James D. Dockery 
of Conditions of Market and Changes That 
Will Occur in City’s Development.

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FOG BUYING FOR 
HATCHING OFTEN 
UNSUCCESSFUL 


Breeders Too Frequently Blamed 
for Poor Results Due to 
Speculative Causes. 


Now that the hatching season is 
over for 1914, except In the case of 
a few breeders who hatcn some fall 
chicks, it may not be amiss to con- 


sider some questions that arise in 
connection with the business of buy- 
ing and selling eggs for hatching and 
baby chicks. 

There is a good deal of misur er- 
standing about the practices that 
should govern the business of buying 
eggs and baby chicks. Practically ev- 
ery one who buys or sells these com- 
modities wants to do the right, fair 
thing. But not all are agree@as to 
what is right and fair. 

Buying eggs for hatching is a spee- 
ulative, hazardous business. This 
ought to be apparent to every one, 
but it is not apparent, in many cases, 
to the buyer. The buyer expects the 
eggs to hatch. If they don’t hatch 
well, he .too often imagines he has 
been cheated. Usually he has been 
treated fairly. Often a breeder who 
has ‘troubles of his own,“ in hatch- 
ing eggs laid at home, who has, in 
fact. gotten very poor hatches from 
his own egs, forgets all this when he 
buys eggs. He expects such shipped 
eggs to hatch close to 100 per cent. 
That’s absurd. 

Three months ago I bought two sit- 
tings of eggs from Massachusetts at 
a pretty long price, from the best 
breeder of a certain variety in the 
country. There were 26 fine looking 
eggs. I got three chicks. The eggs 
had all the appearance of having been 
roughly handled by the express com- 
pany, though they were splendidly 
packed. If I had any grievance at all 
it was against the express company, 
in my opinion. 

Amateur “Kicks” the Hardest. 

I could have gone back at the Mas- 
sachusetts breeder with a letter, tell- 
ing about my experience, demanding 
either more eggs or the return of my 
money. If I had done that, I imagine 
the seller would have “come across,” 
but would such a course have had any 
decency or fairness about it? I do not 
think so. 

When the man at the other end sent 
the eggs he told me about the splendid 
hatches he was getting at that time. I 
know he was telling the truth. I cannot 
tell what others should do under the cir- 
cumstances, but I krow that I could not, 
without violating my conscience, demand 
satisfaction on account of the poor 
hatch. I would rather pocket the losa 
and be on friendly terms with myself. 

It is usually the man with little ex- 
perience in such matters who kicks 
hardest. I know how these things ar> 
from the selling and as well from the 
buying end. I sent two sittings Kast 
this spring. They turned out poorly, and 
yet a few days before these eggs were 
shipped I got 13 chicks out of 13 eggs 
at home. 

It all means that shipping eggs for 
hatching is in the class of risks called 
extra hazardous, and this should nevar 
be forgotten in buying eggs for hatch- 
ing. If one has evidence that the eggs 
were bad or if the chicks hatched are 
not true to name, these are matters for 
just complaint. 

Some Give Guarantees. 

If a breeder sells eggs and guarantees 
a certain percentage to hatch, that is 
all right. Some breeders do that, and 
when they do it they are bound to live 
up to their guarantee. One such guar- 
antee is to replace the eggs that fail to 
hatch at half price. And that is fair. 
Any sort of guarantee or no guarantee 
at all is fair. 

For myself I do not guarantee that 
eggs shipped will hatch. And that is un- 
derstood when I ship them. I have, on 
the other hand, tought a good many 
eggs at good prices, with varying suc- 
cess, but I never vet made a complaint 

about a poor hatch. 

Shipping baby chicks is also an uncer- 
tain matter. For chicks will die, espe- 
cially with white diarrhoea, in the hands 
of all of us. Just the other day a case 
came to my notice. One woman sent to 
another 50 baby chicks. The shipper, 
knowing that chicks often die, sent 57. 
She claims they were in fine shave when 
she shipped them. After a few days 
they began to die, and all but 6 or 7, 
I think, died within two weeks of white 
diarrhoea. The buyer is making lou 
complaint and demands that the chicks 
that died be replaced. That is not only 
unfair. It is silly. 

I know prominent breeders who long 
ago ceased selling eggs for hatching. 
One of the best known breeders in the 
country told me why he had discon- 
tinued that part of his business. As he 
put it: “I like to sleep nights. I sold 
them the best I had, but for various 
reasons some of the buyers got poor 
hatches. They wrote me letters calling 
me a thief and a robber. I couldn’t 
stand it. I am too thin-skinned to stand 
abuse of that kind, so I Just cut out the 
eggs for hatching business.” 

But don’t get the idea that I am op- 
posed to the business of selling eggs for 
hatching. I am not. I believe in it. 
Eggs do not always hatch well at home. 
They do not usually hatch so well when

Bumble-Foot. 
Recently I noticed one of my White 
Rock hens was lame and on picking 
her up found the fleshy part of the 


| foot very much swollen, with a hard. 


black spot as large as the end of the 
finger in the center. Someone told me 
it was ‘‘bumble-foot” caused by roosts 
that were too high and floors that are 
too hard. But my roosts are only 34 
inches high and the floor is just dirt 
with ashes scattered over it. What 
is this trouble and what can be done 
for it?—Mrs. J. W. C., St. Louis, Mo. 

You were advised correctly as to the 
name of this ailment. Bumble-foot is 
the name given to abscesses that form 
on the bottom of the feet. These are 
the result, usually, of bruises sustained 
from a variety of causes, but most 
often by jumping from a high perch. 
To effect a cure, lance the abscess, 
remove the pus, and then thoroughly 
wash the wound with a solution of 
carbolic acid—one part of the ‘acid to 
five parts of warm water. After wash- 
ing it is a good plan to bandage the 
foot to keep pout the dirt until the 
wound begins to heal. 


Ostrich Eggs and Turkeys. 

Will you please tell me where 1 could 
obtain some ostrich eggs and what price 
I would have to pay for them? 

I have some turkeys and wish you 
would give me some advice as to how 
to raise them.—Mrs. F. S., gt.

300,000 Chicks Sold 
by a Hatching Firm 


Big things are being done by some 
who are making a specialty of hatching 
and selling baby chicks. As an example fe 
I refer to the Pittsburg Poultry Farms 
Co. of Pittsfield, Mass. This company 
began business seriously four years ago. 
In 1910 it sold 15,620 baby chicks; in 1911, 
30,608: in 1912, 82,768; in 1913, 110,660; in 
1914, 300,000. The lost figure is an esti- 
mate, as the season’s business was not 
over when the figures were given out. It 
is announced moreover, that all during 
the present seasof as many orders had 
to be declined as accepted. The chicks 
are pure bred White and Barred Rocks, 
and are sold when they are one day old. 

The Pittsfield Poultry Fu ins Co, nas 
advertised extensively. It is seeking ‘> 
establish its trade mark, “Pittsfield 
Poultry.“ 

The business of this company is not 
mentioned in order *o boost it, but sim- 
tly to furnish an illustration of the pos- 
sibilities of the poultry business, when 
it is handled in a tusiness way. I know 
nothing about the quality of the chicks 
this firm is selling. I assume the quality 
is rood. If not, no amount of financial 
backing can make its business perma- 
nently successful. 


Don't be in a hurry when you feed. 
Take plenty of time, especially if there 
are three or four pens. Walk through 
the pens three or four times, giving a 
The food will be rel- 
ished more than if all thrown down 
in one place, and you will be better 
able to judge of the amount required. 


When the old birds are molting, it ts 
a good plan to give them some “con- 
ditioning’’ food, like sunflower seed or 
oil meal mixed with other soft feed. It 
helps in the molting process and * 
puts a “finish” on the new feathers 


The growing chicks require differ- 
ent treatment from the old fowls. They 
should be fed differently and Sep- 
arately. The young stock should be 
fed all the muscle-forming food it 
will eat, but this is not a good ration 
for the old birds. 


Warm, stale water out In the sun is 
very likely to cause diarrhoea and oth- 
er forms of indigestion, especially in 
growing chicks,

this picture were one or two others, and, squirming along down through 
the pictures as well as it could, ran an editorial. 
* I was just wondering how an editorial in such a jungle would get 
_. jiself through, when the man that went with the paper got up, dropped 
it in the seat and left the train. I reached over and helped myself. 
It was an editorial that ought to have been called at the top: ‘‘Hur- 
ry and You'll Be Happy! age 
The general idea was that if you didn't hurry as much as other peo- 
ple did, and if you didn’t keep up, you wouldn’t have anything to eat 
and nobody would love you, and you wouldn't have any position or re- 
spect—the editorial said, and, well, after all, being driven by that mer- 
eiless little angel up on one’s neck until one’s bones dropped into the 
grave was as much happiness as any one could expect. 
I agree in a way to the general doctrine that 
one must keep up with people to be happy. If the 
people who attend to making us happy are going 
. to attend to it, we must be on the premises for 
them to attend to it. We must be there. They 
naturally cannot make us happy 40 miles back. 
And of course if we are going to make other peo- 
ple happy, we must be there. The point on whica 
| disagree with the writer of the editorial is how 
to get there. 
It seems to me that nine out of ten of our 
people today do not get there because they hurry. 
They've got to sit down and think to catch up. 
Less leg work and more looking is what gets peo- 


— 


ple ahead in Ameriea today. While we are hurry- 


ing, some man who thinks and who sees we are 
hurrying entirely the wrong way—hurrying back- 
ward in fact—slips in ahead of us. The men today 
who are stopping and thinking and putting things 
together, and thinking what comes next before 
they let it come, are the men we can see all about 
is in American life, making things come the way 
they: want them to and getting control of the rest of us. 


It is the men who stop hurrying and think who hire us. We don’t 


hire them. When we think of a thing we find that they have thought 


eit They thought of it while we were hurrying. 
4 The worst of it is the more we hurry the more we have to. The 
more a man hurries the more people he has to compete with. Thinking 
is a comparatively lonely, roomy job. Very few people are on it. The 
more a. man thinks the fewer people he finds to compete with. | 
Anybody can see how this is working ont, if he looks about him at 
business and at men of affairs. It is the leg work that is ‘getting 
crowded. It is getting harder and harder every day to get one’s legs in 
ahead of other people's legs. Our only chance lies in seeing and taking 
time to see that it is not the quantity of motions a man can make in a 
day but the way his motions count and what his motions mean that get 
him on—get him on in the true sense, add to the abundance, well-being 
and power of life. 
Anybody can sweat. 
Less sweat on the outside 
of our brows and more in- 
side is the way to hurry 
now. The way to get on 
* today in America is to 
keep one’s head cool and 


think. It's being driven 
that keeps sae behind.

By necessities is not meant the bare means of. preserving life, but also of the 
domestic comforts which are the established requisites of the average American 
home. 

Among these may be included clothing, hats, underwear, gloves, hosiery, ses. 
meats, breadstuffs, condiments, furniture, carpets, coffee, tea and sugar. 

A St. Louis wholesaler is authority for the statement that with the exception _ 
of coffee and tea practically all of these things are produced in such abundance 8 
at home as to supply all the requirements of the United States. 9 is 

Our priticipal European imports be declares, are linens, fine gloves, laces . 
embroideries, velvet ribbons, napkins, fine handkerchiets, embroidery cotton. do. 
toys, buttons, “fancy notions,” beads, cheap jewelry. chains, mechanical tools, etc. 

About 90 per cent of the carpets used in this country are made in the United 
Staics, fie says, even though dealers may often label them “imported.” Practically 
the only foreign carpetings that are imported nowadays are Oriental rugs. 
Oriental rugs could scarcely be classed among the “necessities.” 

Most of our men’s and women’s hats also are made in the United States. 
While much of the trimming material may de brought here from Europe, enough 
of it fs made in this country to satisfy all reasonable demands. Ap for ander- 
clothing and hosiery, the importetions are insignificant. 

As every St Louisan knows, the United States virtually supple the clitized 
world with shoes :

HItLE coming debutantes are passing 
the long summer daysin warm weath- 
er pleasures, St. Louis dancing in- 
structors are standardizing the mod- 
ern dance movements so ‘that every- 
one will tango alike at their coming- 

out parties this winter. 
arranging a series of steps which will be called “na- 
tional steps,“ because approved by the National Asso- 
ciation of Dancing Masters at a recent convention. 
Henceforward, if the girl from Kokomo, or Dallas, or 
Medicine Hat studies the national dance steps, she. will 
feel as much at ease in a St. Louis or New York ball- 
room as in the dance haH over the corner drug store in 
ber own home town—for the steps of all dances will be 
thought the same all over the country the coming year. 
Such was not the case during the past two years. 
With the introduction of the tango, the maxixe, the 
furlana and other ultra-modern movements, each teach- 


er taught practically a different set of steps. What was 


tango in Oshkosh was a Bowery hop in St. Louis, pos 
sibly, and the maxixe taught here was looked upon as a 
cabaret wiggle by citizens of the staid, small cities. 

Then the Castles paid a flying. visit to St. Louis and 
introduced what they termed the genuine Argentine 
one-step-—fumigated and deodorized—which many who 
had studied the tango under local teachers could not 
possibly. dance without further instruction. 

It was a case of pick your instructor and learn his 


Lance, not THE dance. . 


As a result, in many instances, the New York visitor 
to St. Louis could not dance the maxixe here unless she 


, brought her partner or was lucky enough to find a 


man who knew the identical steps she had acquired. 
The difference in the steps was noted in St. Louis. 
It was common talk that during the last season many 


a couple spent a preliminary half-hour at the girl's 
Thome preceding the ball, standardizing their own steps. 


And then in many cases when the ball started they 
found that they had to dance together the rest of the 
svening, as no one knew their steps! 

Quite naturally, ballrooms and Aance halle became a 
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riot of wriggling ‘“saggers,” no dozen couples moving 
alike. ‘This couple dipped too much and that one

So the dancing masters called a council in the asso- 
ciation convention in Cleveland last June, and it was 
decided to adopt “national steps” for every new dance

The question then arose: whose authority shall we 
take? 

This was decided by the members solving the prob- 
lem like an equation in algebra. They took the hesi- 
tation first. : ' 

They asked themselves: What is the hesitation 
waltz? | 

Answer: The hesitation waltz is a waltz in which you 
hesitate on one bar and then dance on the next. 

Then find the true hesitation out of this maze o? 
figures and a combination hesitation would be waltzed. 
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Then by process of elimination, dcing away with all 
movements which did not come within the limits of tie 
original definition, the national step” was reached. 

_And so with the one-step, the furlana, the half-and- 
half, the maxixe, and practically everything except the 
waltz and two-step, which were standardized years ago 
by popular choice. 

However, dancing masters will not be averse to teach- 
ing variations to those who desire such; but in all cases 
the beginner will be taught the national step first. If 
they wish the combination steps later, all well and good, 
they shall have them—plenty and to spare. 

The standardization of the steps is going forward with 
the same system that a great business association would 
work. Each member of the national association, upon 
teturning to his home, called together all local dance

In 1896 a young Lochinvar came out of 
the West, proclaimed to the world with passionate elo- 
quence that he would not suffer mankind to be cruci- 
fied upon a cross of gold, and galloped blithely away 
with the Democratic nomination for President safely 
It is an old story of how hun-

racy and popular freedom, flocked to the polls and 


Cast their ballots for William Jennings Bryan. 


Among the humble but ardent disciples of the apostle 
of free silver was W. L. Wise, a cafpenter at Crane. 
During the exciting campaign of 1896 he labored among 
his friends and neighbors, in a small but enthusiastic 
way, to win their, votes for the Nebraskan. 

Then came Noy. 4, with its tale of Democratic disaster. 
McKinley was victor and Bryan was vanquished. In 
the rank and file of the defeated party there was as 
intense disappointment as if they had been shown 4 
glimpse of the millennium, only to have a curtain dropped 
abruptly upon that entrancing spectacle, 8 

4 month after the election, on Dec. 10, a son was born 
to Wise aud his wife. It was natural, in a family so 


burning with loyalty to the lost cause, that from one 


of the women, Mrs. Wise’s mother, Mrs. Ellen Scott, 
should have come the suggestion that the boy be named 
William Jennings Bryan. ' 

But this pledge of fidelity was not sufficient for the 
fervor of the father. Innumerable male infants had 
Wise determined that 
his son should be a unique monument to his faith in 
Bryan. And so he made a solemn vow that until Bryan 
should be seated in the presidential chair shears should 
not touch the child’s hair.

Four years passed, and in 1900 Bryan again opposeg 
McKinley in the presidential race. The Wise boy was 
now a lively little fellow, with curls clustering about 
his head. His father; looking upon them, confidently 
awaited the November day on which Bryan would be 
victorious, and prepared for the celebration in which 
his son’s locks would be shorn and offered up on the 
altar of victory. But again MeKinley was the con- 
queror, and Wise sadly informed the barber that the 
ceremony of shearing the boy’s hair was postponed for 
another four years. : | 5 . f 

But in 1904 Bryan was not even a candidate. He had 
twice been defeated, and his party looked about for a 
leader embodying a fresher promise of victory. Despite 
Bryan’s eloquent protest, the convention in St. ‘Louis 
nominated Judge Alton B. Parker, representing, as his 
opponent charged, the reactionary wing of the Demo- 
crats, and launched him on a campaign against Theo- 

William” Jennings Bryan Wise was now's yeare old, 
and his hair, innocent of the shears, was braided like a 


joiced in manly, closely cropped polls. The most ob- 
vious method of attack was to cdil him a “girl” and a 
“sissy,” which are epithets of deadly insult among 
juvenile males. 

The boy had many a wretched hour and waged many 
a pitched battle with his tormentors. But he, too, had 
inherited or absorbed some of the hard faith that was 
in his father, and knew that his long hair, marking him

__LTHOUGH they may be unaware of it, 
the vow made by W. L. Wise and his 
son that fhe latter’s hair should not be cut 
until William Jennings Bryan is elect- 

ed President is probably derived from the old 
vow of the Hebraic Nazarite. According to the 
law, three restrictions were laid upon the Naza- 
rite: He may not cut the hair of his head, he 
may not take wine and he may not touch the 
deai.. The most prominent outward mark of the 
Nazarite was long, flowing hair, which was cut 
at the expiration of the vow and offered as a 
sacrifice. 

Samson was a Nazarite, and his superhuman 
strength lay in his long, unshorn locks. Samuel’s 
mother promised to dedicate him to God during 
0 his whole life, saying: There shall come no 


razor upon his head,” 


Bryan dominated the convention by sheer force of his 
personality and popularity, he would be unable to nom- 
inate himself. He easily put to rout the forces of 
Speaker Clark, Tammany Hall and Wall street, but the 
prize went to the Governor of New Jersey, Woodrow 
Wilson. 

So young Wise was doomed for another four years at 
least, or until he should be on the eve of casting his own 
first vote, to wear his tresses unshorn. 

In the two years that have passed since President 
Wilson’s election, they have found hope in Bryan’s 
services on the world stage as Secretary of State, and 


are convinced that, although Wilson will probably be 


re-elected in 1916, Bryan will be his logical successor 
and will be elected in 1920. Young Wise will then be 
in his twenty-third year and may, in casting his first 
presidential ballot, contribute to his own emancipation 
from his vow.

Last of War Correspondents 


INCE the days of Napoleon war correspondents, 
S a term later enlarged to include photographers, 
have been regarded not merely as a burden on 

the general staff, which has quite enough on its 


hands without them, but also as a source of the gravest, 


danger to the army. However carefully his dispatches 
may be censored the correspondent is certain to get in 
something that betrays the strategy of his side to the 
enemy. 

In the Austro-Prussian War in 1866 the. battle of Sa- 
dowa was fought and lost by the Austrians because a 
correspondent of the London Times with them for- 
warded the information that the army was encamped 
on the right bank of the Elbe. Thjs seemed innocent 
enough, even to the Auserian censor; but it was a suffi- 
cient clew for the Prussians who based their movement 
on this fact and won. 

Sherman’s march to the sea, which had such disas- 


trous results for the Confederacy, was determined upon 


after reading in Confecerate newspapers some remarks 
by Jefferson Davis concerning the things his Generals 
had done and were going to do to Sherman. If the 
Confederates had done those things first and talked 
about them afterward, or if those newspapers had kept 
still, it is possible history might have been different. 
But the Confederate newspapers were of great value to 
the Union forces throughout the war. 

In the same way newspapers in other nations have 
been of great use to one or both parties in a conflict. 
The history of every great campaign in the last century 
records instances of information that has affected the 


issue being given out by war correspondeuts. Photo- 


graphs can betray secrets as well as written words. 
Although this has been understood fully, and while 
most recent wars have been opened with emphatic as- 
sertions that this time the correspondents would be 
suppressed, no nation had the courage to carry out 
such threats until the Japanese showed to the world 
how much that was really important could be accom- 


plished by a little courteous delay in furnishing cre- 


dentials to correspondents. Even Japan did not venture 
to keep correspondents entirely out of the field. This

HE world you young men are confronting 
today is quite different in its conditions 
and relations te that your fathers 
grandfathers had spread before them 
when, at your age, they were ready to be- 
gin their workaday careers.

cess. And the rules your grandfather gave him were 
‘about the same as his own father bad handed down to 
him. Today such precepts and even much that yeur 
textbooks and instructors have taught you, have ite 
bearing on the practical business life of the world. 

Within the generation a revolution nas occurred. The 
extraordinary development of intercommunication, the 
express train and steamship, the cheap telegraph, the 
perfected telephone and wireless, accompanied by the 
wide diffusion of education, have given us a new world 
full of strange problems that cannot be solved by the eld 
thumb-rule precedents... 

A radical statement, you think, and you are not will- 
ing to throw over your father’s ideas unless good rea- 
sons are given you for changing them. 

Your fathers and your instructors will tell you that 
the first requisite of business is intercommunication. In 
the days of the ox team the radius of business was the 
area that could be covered by an ox team. One man 
with one store reached all the people he could serve. 


Then came the stage coach and, later, the primitive 


railway, each enlarging the business radius and increas- 
ing, too, the business unit. Small partnerships became 
great firms, which in their turn grew into corporations 
and then into giant organizations. Today, with the 
telephone and the wireless to do the trading, and with 
fast freight and flying ocean carriers to deliver the 
goods, a man or a group of men can barter and sell at 
almost any distance and with millions of people within 
a very few hours. 

It was inevitable that the development of these won- 
derful devices should work a revolution in the conduct

Therefore I 
repeat you are confronting a business life quite different 
to that of your predecessors and you must adjust your- 
self as well as possible to meet its exactions. 

Tou are thinking perhaps that it is your fathers who 
have brought all these agencies to their high perfection 
and are using them every day in the transaction of their 
ordinary affairs and that your generation should require 
of you no more than to continue and progress in such 
usage. The instruments exist, you say, let us use them 
as our fathers are doing. ¥ 

Following me a little further. The inventor who cre- 
ates a new machine, and the men who put it to work 
do not always grasp the influence they exert on all the 
life around them. It is easier to practice than to grasp 
the great principles that are set in motion by new action. 

The extraordinary development of intercommunica- 
tion has done more than merely speed up business. It 
has speeded up thought. Your world wakes up every 
morning with full information of everything that has 
happened even jn ite remotest reaches. In the days of 
the oxcart, ideas moved at an ox pace. Today's world 
has yesterday's newly fledged theories at its breakfast 
table. In oxcart days information and ideas were the 
property of a few. Today popular education having 
furnished the means all men have access to all knowl- 


edge. 
Moreover, while intercommunication by facilitating 


be 
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shopkeeper into the firm and the firm into the giant 
corporations, it was enlarging villages into towns, and 
towns into giant cities. As our storekeeper has become 
only a member of a great corporate entity, so the aver- 
age man must merge his identity with that of the mil- 
lions living around him. He cannot live to himself or 
own law.

Intercommunication then has spread knowledge. abol- 
ished secrecy, clustered us in great masses, and keenly 
brought home to us our responsibilities te our fellow:

I 
use the term in its broadest possible sense—co-opera- 
tive as opposed to competitive—co-operation as opposed 
to individualism. The distinct tendency of the world is 
to do things in groups, in large companies and through 
communities, enlarging all the time. The individual today 
is constantly giving way to the group or community. Not, 
mind you, in personal individuality or in ability to 
achieve or attain, but wheresoever it is necessary to 
bring about a better average condition for all members 
of the body politic. 

The great art, then, you must acquire, if you are to 
succeed in this new world as your fathers did in the 
past, is to learn to get on with people, to respect the 
rights of others, to realize that you cannot get unless

the lame.duck. The “duck” was done by dragging the 
man's right leg and his partner’s left leg, giving the 
effect of the lame duck. The canter is doue by the 
man rising on the ball of the left foot and his partner 
the same, giving a syncopated effect to the dance on 
every other step. 

But unless the dancer takes pains in learning, the 
effect is liable to resemble the “duck” so much that it 
will be hard to tell the difference between the twe. 

The canter is danced either to one-step or hesitatica 
time, but the former will be vastly more popular, as 
the dance in that time gives a feeling of playful rome 
ing to the damcers as they “canter” about the floor. 

The Fox Tret is the newest dance craze. Antone 
who can run can do the new steps. The music is four- 
four time and strongly syncopated. Assume the ordi- 
nary dancing position.

Keep this up 
for eight measures, pointing the toe out. Then break 
inte the hop, doubling the time and dancing two steps 
to one beat of music.

Remarkable Criminal 


forenoon the ship Crescent was sighted. Holmes made 
a signal with a blanket; it was seen and the sur- 
vivors picked up. Tuus it happened that of the 
17 crew and 65 passengers that sailed on the William 
Brown, the crew ali reached rescue ships, but only 16 
passengers survived. 

When Holmes was tried in a United States court at 
Philadelphia, the prosecution was brought under an old 
statute, which provided a maximum punishment of three 
years’ imprisonment for “unlawful but. not malicious” 
manslaughter at sea. His defense was brilliantly con- 
ducted by some of the ablest lawyers of the time. Their 
contention was that it was the imperative duty of the 
seamen to sacrifice some lives rather than lose all and 
that the only hope of the surviving passengers lay in the 
possibility of having enough traincd seamen left to man 
the boat. 

The Judge instructed’ the jury, however, that the duty cases 
of a sailor was to protect the life of his passengers, even 
at the risk of his own. The jury was out 16 hours before 


it returned a verdict of guilty, and then it recommended 
“clemency for the prisoner.

Device for Storing 
Heat

Old-Fashioned Sulphur 
for Boils. 


HE old idea that boils come from 
“bad blood” is upheld by Dr. F. 
Tweddell. He writes that four 
years ago he treated a case of re- 
curring boils by all modern mett.ods, 
with little or no effect. In despair he 
prescribed plain powdered. sulphur a 
heaping teaspoonful three times a day 
after meals, when to his astonishment 
the oils shrank up and d'sappeared 
even more rapidly than after an incision. 

The bulky.and sandy properties of this 
substance led the doctor to use sulphuric 
acid in its place. This chemical was 
given in 30-drop does after meals in 
two or three ounces of water. The mouth 
was well rinsed out immediately after 
taking. He says that “the effect on boils 
and carbuncles in every case was aston- 
ishing, the astringent action being won- 
derful.“ 

Boils are found in people who are run 
down, overworked, dissipated or who get 
insufficient exercise and fresh air. Dr. 
Tweddell feels sure that in such cases 
the blood is deficient in sulphur trioxide, 
else why should sulphuric acid act 80 
promptly and efficaciously in these cases? 
Improvement is so rapid that it is usu- 
ally unnecessary to continue treatment 
more than eight or 10 days.

four. But in the 523 pages of philosephi- 
cal speculation some interesting problems 
are propounded.

tion will come to a standstill long before 
the infinitesimal elements have been 
reached. 
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Dr. Greeley Finds Germ 
of Smallpox 


R. HORACE GREELEY of Brook- 
lyn reports to the Medical Rec- 
ord that he has discovered the 
long-sought microbe of smallpox. 

He found “an apparently identical or- 
ganism” from the “vesicles of 25 cases 
of successful vaccination, from a like 
number of cases of undoubted chicken- 
pox, and from five cases of recognized 
and undoubted smallpox.” 

From Dr. Greeley’s technical descrip- 
tion of this new microbe it may be 
gathered that it is spherical and from 
03 to 0.6 microns (or 0.000117 to 
0.000234 inch) in diameter. It is in the 
form of multiplying spores, which just 
before division assume the shape of a 
figure 8, with a nucleus in each half. 
These develop into branching masses 
with spores at the end of the branches. 

Dr. Greeley has grown them in cul- 
tures. He believes they multiply on the 
mucous membranes of the nose at the 
beginning of the disease, and the spores 
when shed penetrate the blood vessels 
and are wafted to all parts of the body, 
“landing in the skin capillaries, where 
conditions of lower temperature and 
more light, perhaps, favor further pro- 
liferation. In this connection we should 
remember how the eruption affects the 
face and hands.“ 

Dr. Greeley concludes that vaccinia 
and variola are identical, the difference 
being that “vaccination produces a local 
and at most a lymphatic infection, usual- 
ly stopped at the nearest chain of glands, 
and represents the inoculation of an 
organism directly derived from a dif- 
ferent species of animal, and therefore 
probably of low relative virulence, while 
smallpox is undoubtedly contracted 
through the respiratory tract and is due 
to one derived directly from an animal 
of like species which, as shown, through 
spore formation, passes into the blood 
and is thrown to all corners.”

W Evening 
Its Rings 


—_ 


R the first time in 30 years, 
Saturn, strangest of the planets, 
is now the evening star. At 4 
p. m. on Aug. 10 it reached the 
nearest point at which it ever approaches 
the world, which is 793,213,100 miles 
away, and now shiges with such splendo: 
as te dominate the Southwestern heav 
ens. . 
~ The planet’s famous rings are not vis 
ible to the naked eye, but can be dis 
cerned on any clear night through 3 
small telescope. They are in their most 
faverable position for observation this 
year, being tilted towards us as far as 
possible, and afford ene of the most 
magnificent spectacles of the sky. They 
were discovered by Galileo, using the 
low-power telescope which was the first 
ever invented. 

The rings are 50,000 miles wide—a 
trackway on which, if it were solid, six 
earths could roll side by side. In addi- 
tion, the planet has 10 moons, which only 
powerful glasses can descry. 


Saturn is a huge fireball with an en- 
velope of incandescent gas, its tempera- 
ture being between 800 and 900 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Its density is far less than 
that of water, so that it would float like 
a cork in the ocean. Owing to its heat, 
no life ean exist upon its vast surface. 

At the equator of the planet its belt 
spans the sky like a glittering arch, 
rising straight from esch side of te 


horizon. It is so narrow. as to seem little 
more than a thread of gold bisecting the 
vault of heaven: but as one advanced 
into one or the other of the hemispheres, 
the gigantic handle would broaden into 
4 resplendent rainbow, with a kaleido- 
scopic change of color and ever-varying 
forms. Through the diaphanous band 
could be seen the satellites of the planet 
and *he stars of the firmament. 


Song of Howler Monkeys in

HAT certain species of monkeys 

sing is a fact that has been 

stated by many naturalists. The 

song of the “howlers” was first 

described by the German Marrgaff during 

his stay in South Ameriea from 1636 to 

1644. A detailed study of their singing 

is now published by P. G. Mahoudeau in 

the Revue Anthropologique, who quotes 

many modern naturalists and explorers, 

all of whom confirm Margraff's account, 
which is about as follows: 


Choruses

Other observers state that these mon- 
keys can utter two notes at once, one 
sharp; the other low. This strange phe- 
nomenon ts accounted for by the fact 
that the air issuing from their lungs 
can pass directly through their glottis or 
through a large cavity in their hyoid 
bone which forms a real sounding box.

“Every day, morning and evening, the 
owlers assemble in the woods. One of 
them stations himself in a high place 
and «signs to the others to seat them- 
selves around him and listen. As soon 
as they are in place he begins a dis- 
course in a voice so loud and rapid that, 
hearing him from a distance, one would 
believe that all were shouting together. 
However, there is only one, and while 
he is speaking all the others maintain 
Then, when he 
stops, he signs with his hand for the 
others to reply. In an instant they all 
begin to shout at once until, with an- 
other sign of his hand, he orders silence. 
They obey and are ‘silent. Then the 
first resumes his discourse of song, and 
not until they have listened to him very 
attentively do they separate and the as- 
sembly breaks up.”

Waterhouse, the English naturalist 
and musician, described the song of the 
gibbon and reduced it to musical nota- 
tion. He says: 

“The song which the Wouwou gibbon 


‘utters in the morning begins with the 


E of the middie octave; then it rises 
gradually from semitone to semitone to 
the upper octave. Throughout the as- 
cent as well as throughout the descent 
the fundamental tone E of the middle 
octave persists; it serves as a point of 
departure, a sort of bass for all the other 
tones. 

“The sounds of the ascending gamut 
are emitted at first allegretto; they con- 
tinue accelerando; they go on crescéndo 
and then become more slow. Descend- 
ing, the sounds become louder and more 
rapid, prestissimo, and terminate very 
rapidly. 

“At the end of his series of cries, or, 
better, his song, the virtuous hylobatid 
huris forth twice with all his strength 
a piercing cry formed of the two Es in 
octave. The duration of the lower E 
corresponds to a half tone and that of 
the upper E to a quarter tome.”

Fresh bread rubbed on a floor 
and sprinkled with a few drops of watet 
produces after five or six days an abund- 
ant white mould, which soon covers the 
bread and even climbs up the glass. 
Slightly magnified, it will be seen to con- 
sist of slender stalks, each. carrying a 
tiny white ball. These ripen and turn 
black. On the glass 
it cam be seen that 
filaments like minute 
arches run from 
stalk to stalk, and 
at the point where 
they touch the glass 
they send forth little 
roots. The balls are 
called sporanges. 
Each of them at 
maturity bursts and 
liberates a quantity 
of black spores 
which fall and im- 
mediately germinate 
into a new crop.

If the bread is dry and no water has 
been added to it the mould will not make 
its appearance for a week or two and 
will be of an entirely different character, 
ghough likely to be mixed with the pre- 
vious two. The most frequent is blue 
in color and appears in little patches. 
When magnified this mould is seen to 
consist of small threads terminating in 
rounded heads. Under a higher power 
the heads are seen to be the swollen ends 
of the filaments from which shor 
radiate in every direction 
each bearing a row of spores. 2 
species is named Aspergillus repens. 

Among these are found many perfectly 
spherical balls, bright yellow in color and 
about the size of the head of a pin. These 
are only another form of the spores of 
Aspergillus and develop from the same 
root. | ; 

Another ‘mould of dry bread is black. 
It is similar in structure to Aspergillus.
